Study: Underwater 
oil plume exists and 
challenges feds’ story 

Washington 

Academic scientists are challenging 
the Obama administration’s asser- 
tion that most of BP’s oil is either 
gone or rapidly disappearing — cit- 
ing, among other evidence, the dis- 
covery of an undersea “plume” of 
oil stretching more than 21 miles 
from the well site. 

News of the plume was 
announced Thursday afternoon 
by researchers from Woods Hole 
Oceanographic Institution in Mas- 
sachusetts.

Far From Safe 

The oil is at depths of 3,000 to 
4,000 feet, far below the environ- 
ment of the most popular Gulf fish 
like red snapper, tuna and mackerel.

as tall as a 65-story building and 
more than a mile wide. 

Since then, they said, all that 
oil was unlikely to have been con-

“Our data would predict that 
the plume would still be there 
now,” said Benjamin Van Mooy, a 
Woods Hole researcher. 

In a press conference Thursday 
afternoon.

$60 million, bringing its total to 
more than $150 million in response 
to Pakistan’s “worst natural disas- 
ter in its history.”

Bull Injures 40 in Crowd 


Animal charges into 
bullfighting stands 
as spectators panic 

Madrid 

Ahull leapt into the packed grand- 
stands of a Spanish bullring and 
ran amok, charging and tram- 
pling spectators and leaving 40 
people injured, regional officials 
said Thursday. 

Video showed the bull jump- 
ing several yards high out of the 
ring, clearing two barriers before 
landing in the stands and raising 
a panic as he lurched through the 
screaming crowd, charging and 
tossing everything he could. 

The 1,100 -pound animal was 
brought under control by experi- 
enced bull handlers after several 


spectators, in which mostly young 
people try to get a bull to charge at 
them so they can dodge it. Unlike 
standard bullfights, the bulls are 
not killed in these events. 

The bull had already attempted 
to jump into the stands twice. After 
damaging a horn, he was about to be 
returned to the corral and replaced 
with another bull when he tried a 
third time and succeeded. 

The regional government said 
in a statement Thursday that three 
people remained in hospitals in the 
regional capital of Pamplona. 

In all, 40 people were treated, 
primarily for minor injuries.

Leaving Iraq Better Off? 

The final US. combat troops are gone, but debate remains over the war’s impact 


Kuwait 

A line of heavily armored Ameri- 
can military vehicles, their head- 
lights twinkling in the pre-dawn 
desert, lumbered past the barbed 
wire and metal gates marking the 
border between Iraq and Kuwait 
early Thursday and rolled into 
history. 

For the troops of the 4th Stryk- 
er Brigade, 2nd Infantry Division, 
it was a moment of relief fraught 
with symbolism but lightened by 
the whoops and cheers of soldiers 
one step closer to going home. 
Seven years and five months 
after the U.S.-led invasion, the 
last American combat brigade 
was leaving Iraq, well ahead of 
President Obama’s Aug. 31 dead- 
line for ending U.S. combat oper- 
ations there. 

As U.S. combat forces cut back 
from a high of 170,000 troops 
to just 50,000 — with full with- 
drawal slated for the end of this 
year — Americans, Iraqis and the 
international community can now 
assess the effect of one of the lon- 
gest and most expensive wars in 
U.S. history.

Treasury, killing countless Iraqis 
and Americans, and turning mil- 
lions of residents across the Mid- 
dle East against the U.S. — all in 
a phantom search for weapons of 
mass destruction. 

To supporters, the war deposed 
a tyrant, established the foundation 
for a nascent democracy in the Mid- 
dle East, and will help establish a 
stable and strategically important 
ally in the region. 

Iraq today is no longer as apoc- 
alyptic as it appeared during the 
peak of the insurgency and sec- 


tarian civil war in 2006 and 2007 
when 3,000 people were being 
killed each month. And it is a 
different place from pre-2003, 
when Saddam Hussein ruled 
with an iron hand over a popu- 
lation utterly afraid to criticize 
its dictator. 

But wars of this magnitude 
never leave countries fully where 
expected, and in Iraq the variables 
of violence and popular disillusion- 
ment have been felt most tragically 
by those who live in the battle the- 
ater — Iraqis themselves. 

“Given the blood and treasure 
expended on all sides, it’s a pretty 
poor outcome,” says Toby Dodge, 
an Iraq specialist at the Interna- 
tional Institute for Strategic Stud- 
ies in London. “We’ve got a prime 
minister with distinct dictatorial 
tendencies, an army that’s coming 
to the same size [as Saddam Hus- 
sein’s], multiple intelligence ser- 
vices ... the Iraqi state has been 
reconstituted to look very similar 
to the one under Saddam, without 
the more egregious aspects. 

“If you were a poor Iraqi who 
has gone through 13 years of sanc- 
tions, a major invasion, a civil 
war ... it’s not a very rosy picture.”

Gov.: Va. Surplus 
Is Accounted For 


McDonnell says only 
$71M of new budget 
is not already spent 

Richmond, Va. 

Virginia has only $71 million from 
a surprise $403.2 million budget 
surplus that’s not already spoken 
for under state law or requirements 
in the current budget, Gov. Bob 
McDonnell said Thursday. 

“It’s pretty much all spent,” 
McDonnell told reporters after 
delivering his late-summer sum- 
mary to lawmakers, who in Jan- 
uary faced an anticipated budget 
shortfall of $1.8 billion. “I don’t 
want anybody to think this is a 
major windfall.” 


The 2011 budget reserves the 
largest share, $82 million, for a 
3 percent bonus for 117,000 state 
employees who haven’t had a pay 
boost in three years. 

McDonnell called it an earned 
incentive for a state work force 
that yielded nearly $175 million in 
cost savings by state agencies over 
the past year, nearly doubling the 
state surplus from the $220 million 
expected just one month earlier. 

State law sets aside $36.4 mil- 
lion for a Chesapeake Bay cleanup 
fund and $32.7 million for trans- 
portation. 

Of the $174.7 million agencies 
left unspent, $103 million, or three- 
fifths, goes back to the government 
agencies responsible for the savings, 
McDonnell said, (ap)

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New United coach 
feels sense of duty 
toward former club 

Major League Soccer 

Ben Olsen is 33 years old, has 
just a few months of assistant 
coaching experience on his resume 
and, according to D.C. United 
midfielder Santino Quaranta, still 
hasn’t mastered the complexities 
of the reversible, spinning dry 
erase board. 

But when the last-place club 
fired coach Curt Onalfo and needed 
someone to shepherd the team 
through the rest of this trying 
season, Olsen was the obvious 
choice. 

“We want to see who really wants 
to be here, who’s committed to this 
club and market,” United President 
Kevin Payne said. “Ben certainly 
understands what it means to be 
a part of this club. If he talks with 
a guy, that guy doesn’t have much 
room to say ‘You don’t know what 
you’re talking about.’” 

During a 12-year career littered 
with honors and accolades, the 
skillful but determined Olsen 
established himself as United’s 
face and heartbeat. Damaged 
ankles forced his retirement 
last fall, and the worst record in 
MLS forced Payne’s hand two 
weeks ago. Olsen, despite his 



inexperience, was asked to steady 
a sinking ship. 

“Is it fair to him? This isn’t some 
kind of a kindergarten class. This is 
his job, and we’ve asked him to take 
on this responsibility. This is isn’t 
fair to any of us. But Ben’s a man and 
he understands,” Payne said. 

D.C. has lost both games since 
Olsen took over and is 3-14-3 
heading into Sunday’s match 
against expansion Philadelphia 
(4-10-4) at RFK Stadium. The 
record won’t be held against him 
— he’ll be an assistant again next 
year regardless. Olsen has been 
charged with getting the best out 
of who’s available. 

“I don’t think he was ready to 
become a head coach, and he’ll be 
the first to tell you that. But he’s 
doing a damn good job so far. The 
guys really enjoy being out here, 
and that’s tough to do when you’ve 
lost so many games,” Quaranta 
said. “Guys fight for him.” 

Olsen said he sees the interim 
appointment as both a duty to his 
club and an opportunity for some 
real on-the-job training. 

“I think I’m adapting. I feel 
comfortable in my spot right now.

Roger Clemens Indicted on Perjury Charges 


Baseball 

Seven-time Cy Young Award winner 
Roger Clemens was indicted by a fed- 
eral grand jury Thursday for alleg- 
edly lying to Congress about using 
steroids and growth hormone. The 
criminal case writes a new chapter 
in one of Major League Baseball’s 
worst scandals, the rampant use of 
the banned substances. 

A six-count indictment alleges 
that Clemens obstructed a con-

What do you expect to find in 
D.C.? Maybe George Washington’s 
extra fake teeth? 

I don’t have a whole lot of expec- 
tations. I know we’re going to see 
great stuff because what I’ve found 
is, we could be in Hawaii and get 


Revolutionary War furniture and 
we could be in Connecticut and 
get Hawaiian quilts. It’s funny 
how these antiques and collect- 
ible treasures travel and show up 
in the strangest places. 

Will any political types make 
appearances? 

I don’t know of any political figures 
that are coming, but I’m going to 
keep my eyes peeled. I’m hoping 
that some dignitaries and politicos 
might stop by, because regardless 
of what side of the aisle you’re on, 
when you talk about antiques, it is 
a bipartisan adventure. 

What’s the weirdest item you’ve 
seen appraised on the show? 

Every city we go to, we have about 
6,000 people show up. Each of them 
brings one or two items. So, it could 


be anywhere from 10 to 12,000 
items that come through the door. 
People who collect antiques and col- 
lectibles are a fun and sometimes 
eccentric group. So, you never know 
what’s coming in. You get stuff 
from scientific mock-ups to all the 
art you would expect. I love it when 
people bring in some contraption 
that stumps the appraiser.

up” drinks — think rye whiskeys 
and gins peering down from the 
top shelf — here’s a clue: A shot (or 
three) of rum should do the trick. 
Just add a paper umbrella, and you 
can call it rehab. 

“Rum is making a massive 
resurgence,” says Todd Thrasher, 
mixologist in chief at Alexandria’s 
Restaurant Eve, the Majestic and 
PX. That means leggier-than-Kate- 
Moss martini glasses and “arm 
garters” are out; “lava-spewing” 
punch bowls and mugs stacked 
with angry totem faces are in. 

No longer resigned to pirate 
theme parties and beach holidays 
(not that we were complaining), 
devil-may-care rum is having its 
time in the sun. And for once, this 
latest cocktail craze is all about 
loosening up. (We dare you to take 
yourself too seriously when sipping

a fruit-rum-absinthe potable called 
the Zombie.) 

That’s in part because rum, 
unlike CEO-level aged scotch- 
es, comes with entry-level price 
tags. “It’s inexpensive and still 
remains a tremendous value,” says 
Jill Zimorski, beverage director for 
Jose Andres’ ThinkFoodGroup, 
which includes Cafe Atlantico (405 
Eighth St. NW; 202-393-0812), a 
rum-heavy restaurant that’s host- 
ing special tastings of the stuff 
Sept. 2-5. “Even nice aged rums 
are less expensive than compara- 
bly aged spirits.” 

The result: From wannabe Cap- 
tain Morgans to island-hopping 
honeymooners, rum swillers are 


as varied as the sweet liquid gold 
itself “The reason I love rum is why 
some bartenders hate it,” explains 
Duane Sylvestre, head mixologist at 
Georgetown’s Bourbon Steak (2800 
Pennsylvania Ave. NW; 202-944- 
2026). “It’s so hard to know what 
you’re drinking. Anything made 
from sugar can be called rum.” 
Sans regulations, the sugary spir- 
it gets distilled dozens of ways in 
as many countries, clear to molas- 
ses dark, from Haiti and Bermu- 
da to Jamaica, Brazil and Marti- 
nique (hint: labels call it “ron” if 
it’s from Spanish-speaking coun- 
tries, “rhum” if it’s from French- 
speaking ones). 

In effect, the spirit’s flavor pro- 
file skews wilder than Jack Spar- 
row’s swagger after, well, breakfast. 
“You can have something that’s 
light and summery, or a warm, 
wintry rum drink, or you can have 
rum in a snifter — it’s a beverage

for all seasons,” says Jessica Harris, 
author of “Rum Drinks: 50 Carib- 
bean Cocktails, From Cuba Libre 
to Rum Daisy” ($20, Chronicle). 
“Rum is a perfect mixer.” It’s also 
“history in a glass,” she says, citing 
slavery to privateers to A1 Capone 
as part of the spirit’s story. 

“Rum is connected in the minds 
of many with tropical vacations, but 
it’s every bit as serious of a bever- 
age as other spirits,” Harris says. 
Modern-day pirates can pay their 
due by sending punch-like artifi- 
cial mixers to the plank and opting 
instead for classic cocktails star- 
ring fresh fruits. 

For starters, get sea legs per- 
fecting a classic daiquiri, Sylves- 
tre advises. His recipe: Two ounc- 
es rum, 3/4 ounce of sweetener 
and 1/2 ounce of fresh-squeezed 
lime juice. Twists on JFK’s drink of 
choice are endless, he says, includ- 
ing, perhaps most famously, the 
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Rum wears its personality on its sleeve, with hues ranging from as clear and mild as vodka to as dark and as in-your-face as 
crude oil. Light (white) rum is young like the spring-breakers who love it, while dark (or black) rum is aged three to 12 years in oak casks and laced with car- 
amel tones. Light rums power basic cocktails like the daiquiri. For full-flavored drinks such as rum punch and the gingery Dark & Stormy, pour rich, dark 
rums. Mai tais and hurricanes layer both light and dark. We sampled rums (each about $20, liquor stores), ranking them from mix-in only to highly sip-able.

minty mojito and the Hemingway 
daiquiri, which swaps sugar for mar- 
aschino liquor and pairs lime with 
grapefruit juice. At Cafe Atlantico, 
Zimorski infuses rum with hibiscus 
for another Papa-inspired daiquiri 
called Old Man at the Sea. 

But the tiki cocktail is what’s 
giving the most wind to the rum 
renaissance’s mast. Home tiki mas- 
ters might stick to original reci- 
pes by rum revolutionaries such 
as Trader Vic and Don the Beach- 
comber, from the Scorpion (blend- 
ed rum, Hennessy, lemon and 
orange juices, and orgeat syrup) 
to the Mai Tai (aged rum, orange 
Curasao, almond syrup and fresh 
lime juice). Full disclosure: “A lot of 
times the old recipes are so boozy,” 
Thrasher says, who tweaks them 
to have a bit less kick.

though, and instead try a rich, 
silky boater’s fave, the Painkiller: 
orange and pineapple juices, coco- 
nut milk and aged rum, shaken and 
topped with grated nutmeg and a 
mint sprig — “the hottest tiki cock- 
tail nobody knows about,” says Jon 
Arroyo, the mixologist behind the 
tiki bar at the Georgetown water- 
front’s Farmers and Fishers (3000 
K St. NW; 202-298-0003). 

“Contrary to popular belief, tiki 
cocktails are not about the paper 
umbrellas and funky glassware,” 
Arroyo says. “They’re about the 
actual substance — fresh juices 
and excellent aged rums.” 

Still, Arroyo equates mixing 
tropical cocktails to the old maxim 
about playing golf “It’s like having 
sex — you can still have fun and not 
be good at it,” he says. “If you mix 
fresh juices and good rum, you’re 
going to have a pretty decent bev- 
erage.”

Where Laughs Die 

You don’t expect a film that’s not 
screened for critics — a sure sign of 
a real dog — to spur deep thought. 

And yet that’s what happened when I 
saw “Vannpires Suck,” which opened 
Wednesday. Not because it’s good, 
but because its failure could have 
been avoided by following some sim- 
ple rules. 

To parody some- 
thing— here, it’s the 
“Twilight" series — 
you must meet very 
specific requirements. 
First, you need an au- 
dience familiar with 
what you’ll be mock- 
ing AND is willing to mock it. That’s 
why “The Naked Gun" movies work — 
everyone knows the rules of cop mov- 
ies, so when Leslie Nielsen pushes 
those rules to their Swiftianly absurd 
limits, we can all laugh. Those who 
know “Twilight" well enough to get 
the jokes in “Vampires Suck" probably 
aren’t going to find them funny. 

The filmmakers also can’t decide 
whether the characters are in on 
the joke. In “The Naked Gun," Frank 
Drebin was the Inspector Clouseau 
figure, while everyone else oper- 
ated in some semblance of the real 
world. We knew who the dummy was. 
In “Airplane," everyone was wholly 
committed to being silly, so we knew 
we could laugh at all of them. When 
Edward Sullen winks at the camera, 
the audience is confused — should we 
laugh with him or at him? And we end 
up not laughing at all. 

A bad parody is easy to make, and 
these filmmakers have succeeded.

Pregnant With Charm 


Strong performances 
make ‘The Switch’ a 
surprisingly low-key, 
eccentric rom-com 

Film Review 

The good news about “The Switch” 
is that it more than lives up to its 
title. Baiting customers with an 
ad campaign that makes it look 
like yet another piece of pregnan- 
cy-themed Hollywood product, 
this disarmingly winning comedy 
instead turns into a warm, quirk- 
ily observant film, strengthened 
by some appealing performanc- 
es and a low-key, easygoing vibe. 
Less reminiscent of the dreadful 


comedy “The Back-Up Plan” than 
2002’s lovely “About a Boy,” this 
adaptation of a Jeffrey Eugenides 
story takes viewers down a path 
that, while by no means is of least 
resistance, possesses a gratifying 
share of surprises. 

The biggest among them is 
focus. “The Switch” stars Jenni- 
fer Aniston as 40-year-old Kass- 
ie, a single woman who decides to 
conceive a child by way of a sperm 
donor. Her best friend, Wally Qason 
Bateman), meanwhile, looks on dis- 
approvingly. 

But viewers expecting yet anoth- 
er film about baby-crazed women 
will be happy to discover that “The 
Switch” takes Kassie’s choice in 
stride and instead directs most of 
its attention to Wally, who, after

It’s difficult to describe how 
funny it is to see a 6-year-old com- 
plain of insomnia or, alternatively, 
how poignant to watch him con- 
struct a mythical extended fam- 
ily from a collection of picture- 
frame photos. Suffice it to say that, 
thanks to Robinson’s soulful per- 
formance and his chemistry with 
Bateman, what could have been a 
saccharine enterprise rings eccen- 
trically true. 

Aniston gracefully cedes cen- 
ter stage to her male co-stars. But 
“The Switch,” to its credit, really 
is about a boy, who with the help 
of a sensitive, sad-eyed kid, stands 
a chance of becoming a man.

It can take a miracle to create a 
movie that’s fun for kids and their 
parents. Luckily, Nanny McPhee 
has a little magic up her sleeve. It 
may not have the grown-up appeal 
of a Pixar creation, but there’s plen- 
ty in “Nanny McPhee Returns” to 
keep everyone entertained. 

Emma Thompson reprises her 
2005 role as the title character, a 
strict old bag. But her own phys- 
ical disarray is balanced by her 
supernatural ability to clean up a 
chaotic scene. 

Such is the plight of Isabel 
Green (Maggie Gyllenhaal). Isabel 
is a flighty mother of three living 
in the English countryside and try- 
ing to make ends meet while her 
husband fights in World War II. To 
complicate matters, her scheming 
brother-in-law wants her to sell her 
half of the family farm so he can 
pay off gambling debts, and her 
hoity-toity niece and nephew are 
visiting from London. 

For every grim discussion in 
“Nanny McPhee Returns,” there’s 
a lighthearted scene. Most of the 
humor is decidedly scatological. 
But there’s a payoff to getting kids 
interested via gassy cows and burp- 
ing birds: Nanny dishes out solid 
lessons parents will appreciate.

Eccentric characters 
inhabit the confusing,

Right around the time Paul Dano 
pours his lanky frame into a loose- 
fitting cocktail dress and bends over 
the knee of a middle-aged domina- 
trix to receive a spanking, it becomes 
obvious that “The Extra Man” — 
like Dano in drag — will be both 
eye-catching and strange. 

Swifter comedic timing and a 
clearer narrative thread might have 
helped center this peculiar adapta- 
tion of Jonathan Ames’ 1998 novel 
of the same name. Then again, 
maybe not. Helmed by husband- 
and-wife co-directors Robert Pul- 
cini and Shari Springer Berman, 
“The Extra Man” never fully pulls 
in the viewer. 

The titular “Man” is Henry Har- 
rison, played with relish by Kevin 
Kline, though it’s Dano’s character, 
Louis, who acts as our portal into 
Pulcini and Berman’s antiquated 


world. A sexually confused young 
English professor, Louis is ban- 
ished from Princeton to the island 
of Manhattan after colleagues catch 
him trying on women’s undergar- 
ments in the teacher’s lounge. 

Louis’ hasty search for a prop- 
er apartment leads him to Henry’s 


door, and the two eccentrics form a 
fast, if unlikely, friendship. Henry 
is a failed pla3Awright who survives 
by offering his services as an extra 
man to the city’s lonely aristocrats. 
Wealthy, older women describe 
Henry as an escort. The rest of us 
would call him a gigolo.

Enigmatic Journey in ^Cairo’ 


Patricia Clarkson 
visits a foreign land 
in a sultry drama 

Film Review 

Patricia Clarkson has a voice like 
toasted pecans drenched in bour- 
bon. Sultry and refined, classical- 
ly beautiful but not Hollywood 
perfect, she is often the best thing 
about the movies she’s in — and, 
all too often, she’s in them too 
briefly. 

In “Cairo Time,” a gentle, ach- 
ingly romantic bagatelle from 
Canadian writer-director Ruba 
Nadda, Clarkson finally claims

At the airport, Juliette is met by 
Mark’s old friend Tareq (Alexan- 
der Siddig), who informs Juliette 
that her husband has been delayed 
in Gaza. Juliette calls on Tareq to 
be her guide in Cairo, and for the 
next few days the two explore the 
city together. 

As a portrait of a woman con- 
fronting foreign climes and mid- 
life changes, “Cairo Time” resem- 
bles a bigger, glossier movie 
in theaters right now. But as a 
heroine, Juliette presents a far 
more enigmatic — and, oddly, 
more recognizable — protago- 
nist than Julia Roberts’ post-di- 
vorce pilgrim in “Eat Pray Love.”
